Withdrawal 
Of Gi Funds 


WASHINGTON. — Soldiers and 
airman will be able to withdraw 
their Soldiers’ Savings Deposits in 
case of need, and they will not 
lose tehir money because of de- 
sertion, under terms of a bill wait- 
ing the President’s signature. 

Congressional action on this 
legislation, which almost did not 
pass, was completed by the House 
this' week; one day after the Senate 
passed the saene bill. 


Actually, right to withdraw in 
case of emergency as defined in 
regulations has coi in‘1ed in effect, 
in spite of the fact that July 1, 
the last effective date of an earlier 
law, had passed.

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Army Plans To 


“WASHINGTON. — A slight re- 
duction in the number of officers, 
as compared to the number of en- 
listed personnel, is planned for 
the Army for the next 12 months, 
according to figures given by the 
Army to a House Appropriations 
subcommittee. 

On June 30, 1954, this percent- 
age wil! be 8.09. This figure takes 
into consideration only male and 
WAC officers, leaves out female 
medical and warrant officers and 
West Point cadets. 

Including all officers and war- 
rant officers, the year-end average 
will run 9.36 percent, again leav- 
ing out West Pointers. 

The figures given by the Army

The Army figures that during 
the coming 12 months it will have 
on duty an average of 121,050 
male and 1150 WAC officers. 

The Army hopes to have an 
average of 4950 nurses and 650 
WMSC officers on duty during the 
coming 12 months. And plans 
call for 12,840 male and 60 WAC | 
officers during the same period of 
time.

(as modified in PL 7, 83d Con-~- 
gress) on the Army’s plans for of- 
ficers. The Appropriations com- 
mittee wrote the provisions of PL 
7 into the 1954 appropriation bill 
when the Armed Services commit- 
tee failed to come up with the new 
act for 1954. 

PL 7 permits four generals of 
army and eight generals. Since 
there are only three G/As now, 
the Army plans to have nine gen- 
erals. Planned numbers for lieu- 
tenant general and the number 
permitted by law are the same 
permitted by law are the same—27. 

The Army’s plans call for fewer 
major generals and brigadier gen- 
erals than the law permits—170 
major generals instead of 172, and 
291 brigadier generals instead of 
297. Reason for this limit on gen- 
erals is that 500, the total of the 
above planned figures, is all that 
the Senate Armed Services com- 
mittee, which must approve all 
nominations to temporary or per- 
manent star rank, will permit. 

PL 7 says that the Army may 
have 5199 colonels. The Army 
plans on having 5102 colonels on 
June 30, 1954, the effective date of 
the law as extended. They had 
5199 on July 1 this year.

Rise Of ‘New Japan’ 
Would Cripple Reds

Almost unnoticed amid the thunder of guns along the 
Korean battlefront and the successive flurries of excitement 
over the conduct of Mr. Syngman Rhee, the great task of 


building up Japan as a strong and 





dependable ally of the United 
States in the Far East goes stead- 
ily forward. 

It was to prevent just this from 
happening that the Soviets loosed 
their North Korean satellite army 
against the Republic of Korea in 
June, 1950. They hoped for a quick 
victory which would establish the 
Communist power throughout the 
Korean peninsula, thrusting for- 
ward to the narrow Strait of 
Tsushima only a few miles from 
the Japanese main islands.

By the barest of margins, the 
well-laid Soviet plan failed to at- 
tain its object. While war raged 
up and down the Korean penin- 
sula, the’ build-up of the new Ja- 
pan made steady proezress. In Sep- 
tember, 1951, the Japanese peace 
treaty was sizned at San Fran- 
cisco. U. S. assistance, looking to 
the creation of modest but sub- 
stantial Japanese defease forces. 
became available. 

And now—as the truce negoti- 
ations flutter uncertainiy—a quiet 
little news item comes from Tokyo. 
The Japanese government official- 
ly notifies the U. S. government 
that Japan is now prepared to ne- 
gotiate an agreement for U. S. 
assistance under the Mutual Se- 


curity program. 
If this agreement is negotiated, 
the total aid, military and eco- 


immediate guarantor of Korea se- 
curity. 

When that times comes—if it 
does come—the United States will 
be able large:y to disengage its 
forces from the Far East, save for 
a strong garrison at our island 
base at Okinawa. All hope of Soviet 
expansion in the Pacific area will 
be at an end. 

The political and economic ef- 
fect of the rebirth of Japan as 
a Far Eastern power on the fu- 
ture fortunes of the Chinese Com- 
munists cannot be foretold. There 
‘is no reason, however, to suppose 
that Mr. Mao and his friends re- 
gard the prospect with enthusiasm. 

It is for these reasons that one 
must continue to regard with the 
gravest skepticism and even anxi- 
ety the proposed truce arrange- 
ments in Korea. It is difficult—in- 
deed it is impossible—to believe 
that either the Kremlin or the 
Chinese Reds can really mean to 
settle the Korean war leaving 
South Korea free, armed and allied 
with the West as a shield behind 
which the rearmament of Japan

The reappearance of a Japan 
capable of self-defense would con- 
stitute a major defeat for the 
Soviet and Communist China. To 
render Japan incapable of any 
realistic defense by occupying all 
of Korea must remain, therefore, 
a major Communist objective. 

To retain a sturdy and depend- 
able covering force on the Korean 
Peninsula must remain a major 
objective of the United States and 
the western alliance. To establish 
a fully united and free Korea 


would be the best way of doing 
this. 
However, if that is beyond our 





can continue undisturbed. 


That would constitute a major 
strategic defeat for the Commu- 
nists in Asia, just as the rearma- 
ment of Germany would consti- 
tute a major strategic defeat for 
Communist ambitions in Europe. 

The recalcitrance of President 
Rhee has in this sense been help- 
ful to the Reds, at least for the 
time being. They must be praying 
that Rhee’s attitude will lead to 
the wrecking, in one way or an- 
other, of the ROK army. 

Beyond that, the very consider- 
able military advantages given the 
Reds by the truce terms as now 
drawn offer them considerable 
temptation to renew hostilities 
when they choose. What does not 
séem possible is a prompt trans- 


lation of the truce into a peace

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Lean Year 


HE ARMED SERVICES might as well take another hitch 
in their belts, for the fiscal year which began last week 
promises to be a lean one. 

All the present restrictions in the Defense Appropria- 
tions Act have been retained by the House Appropriations 
committee, new ones have been added, and the committee 
has made money cuts of its own below the reductions Presi- 
dent Eisenhower made in the original Truman budget. 

As predicted, the Davis restrictions on officer grades 
were retained. as was the 9000-pound limit en household 
goods shipment. The Van Zandt rider on commissioned re- 
tirements was kept in the House committee measure, with 
just: two modifications. One would permit retirement of 
officers who served in any rank in both world wars. The 
other takes the “curse” off those retirements which may be 
approved by the Defense Secretary as in the best interests 
of the services—a phrase which smacked too much of the | 
old departure “for the good of the service.’ 











So as the amendment now reads—and as it probably 
will be passed by the full House—it permits retirement only | 
of those physically disabled, those who served in both world 
wars, those reaching statutory retirement age, and those | 
“whose application is approved in\writing by the Secretary 
of Defense stating that the retirement will not be contrary | 
to the best interests of the service or is required to avoid 
individual hardship. 

It is futile to hope that this rider can be eliminated 
altogether this year. But it certainly is not much to expect 
the Senate to allow, at least, the retirement of those officers | 
who have completed 30 years of service. Anything less would | 
be a serious breach of contact. 


Among the new riders attached to the appropriations | 
bill is a requirement that officers and civilians who take meals 
in messes operated mainly on government funds must pay 
at least $2.25 a day. The old average charge of $1.45, the 
committee said, represented a government subsidy of about 


| 
$9.5 million a year. 


The value of the commuted ration for enlisted people 
is reduced to $1.10 a day. Defense had planned a nickel 
cut from the present $1.20 but the House group did not allow | 
funds fer that. The ceiling on civilian employment was not | 
only retained, but lowered. 


And so on. 


Moneywise, the House Appropriations committee pro- | 
poses $34,434,140,500 for operating the armed forces during 
the year which began July 1. This is $1.33 billion less} 


than Eisenhower asked and $6.3 billion under former Presi- 
dent Truman’s January request. 


By reducing the money available for pay of the Army | 
by nearly $20 million, the committee fore-ordained a severe |; 
reduction in that service’s officer strength. At the present 
time there is some difference of opinion on just how many | 
officers may have to be let out against their wishes. But the | 
figure is certain not to fall below 4000 and may rise to! 
10,000. 


However, the committee did say that if the new Chiefs | 
of Staff find more money is needed, and the President agrees 
with them, the funds so far provided can be spent before | 
June 30, 1954 and the committee will consider requests to 
make up the deficits. | 


Unless the international situation gets worse, however, 
this is unlikely to occur. For better or worse, the services | 
are going to have less money to spend this new fiscal year | 
and they are going to be under more restrictions in spending | 
it. 

Moreover, until the Defense appropriations bill clears | 
Congress, the services must operate under the terms of 
the House committee bill, regardless of what the House 
itself or the Senate may do. This is the condition laid down 
in a “continuing resolution” adopted last week by Congress 
and the President to keep the government running until the 
various appropriation bills become law.

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Top NCO Status 

EUROPE STATION: During my 
limited time in the Army I have 
watched the prestige of the higher 
ranking NCOs diminish to its 
present condition. These career 
men who have spent years learn- 
ing their skills are often placed in 
the same category and called on 
w perform the same tasks as the 
newest draftees. I say this without 
prejudice, having ‘been in the sit- 
uation of the latter. 

In civilian life a qualified me- 
chanic is not calied on to perform 
a laborer’s task—obviously the 
time would be misused, and the 
employers would lose money if this 
were the case. The foreman is 
placed in an even higher classifi- 
cation; he doesn’t perform the 
tasks assigned to the mechanics. 
I use this metaphor to illustrate 
what I feel should be the situation 
with our NCOs. 

Specifically, I feel that the mas- 
ter sergeants in the Army should 
be placed in the same category as 
a chief petty officer in the Navy. 
Let’s give these Men a uniform 
allowance to buy uniforms like 
commissioned officers with modi- 
fications of the insignia. Let them 
have a private mess—not a first 
three graders’. After all, these men 
are the foremen, and they deserve 
t6 be treated as such. In my opin- 
ion, More important than any- 
thing, give them the authority 
their experience warrants. 

At present the only thing’ we 
offer an EM for his services is 
more money and eventual retire- 
ment. The man working to reach 
the top is not solely interested in 
money, or we would find that after 
an officer reached the rank of ma- 
jor general he would quit working 
for another star—the pay is the 
same. But in the latter’s case the 
service offers more prestige to a 
man with three stars than to one 
with two. 

Consider how much this would 
cost the government and then 
compare your estimate to the 
value of services lost when a mas- 
ter sergeant leaves the Army after 
20 years instead of 30 years, and 
you will find that the government 
in the long run will net a thousand 





| times your estimate.

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Three Housing Bills Signed 


WASHINGTON.—Three separ- 
ate housing bills, all designed to 
help servicemen and veterans to 
get homes, have been signed into 
law by President Eisenhower. 

Mr. Eisenhower signed the three 
laws and an extension of watered- 
down economic controls on the 
game day. 

One of the new housing laws, 
Public Law 94 of this Congress, 
continues the authority o* Federal 
Housing Administration to insure 
Wherry Act military rental hous- 
ing mortgages for another year, 
from June 30. 

However, another section of the 
new law may result in higher rents 
in future Wherry projects for it 





permits 4% percent, instead of 
the present 4 percent, interest to 
be charged by lenders, 

The final form of the new law 
does not contain a House provision 
which would have required build- 
ers under FHA or Veterans Admin- 
istration laws to give a one-year 
guarantee against defects. 

Another of the new housing laws, 
Public 101, gives Korean War and 
World War II veterans unable to 
get private house financing a 
chance to get direct home olans 
from VA. 

The previous direct loan author- 
ity expired June 30.

Get Extension 
Until Aug. | 


WASHINGTON. — Another ex- 
tension of the effectiveness of 
World War I and I laws, includ- 
ing the ban on purchase of dis- 
charges, has been approved by 
Congress and the President. 

The new extension of war laws 
signed by President Eisenhower 
after it was rushed to him by Con- 
gress is for one month only, from 
July 1 to Aug. 1, and it covers 
only 13 laws. 

The first extension of war laws, 
passed last year, covered some 60 
laws. By April 30, when the ex- 
tension ran out, it had to be con- 
tinued for only 39 laws. The new- 
est extension covers only 13 laws. 
All others have been handled sep- 
arately by Congress or allowed to 
expire as no longer needed.

IN ADDITION to continuing the 
ban on buy-outs, the new exten- 
sion: 

Continues the Army and Air 
Force Information and Education 
program. 

Allows military stores to con- 
tinue to sell to civilians at isolated 
U. S. installations. 


Allows the Army and Air Force 
to continue to repay deposits to 
enlisted personnel before their 
final discharge. 

Allows officers of all services to 
continue to certify to their own 
pay accounts. 


Continues the present working 
arrangements between the services 
and the American Red Cross. 


Separate laws to handle all these 
matters are now moving through 
Congress, although some of the 
“permanent” laws are themselves 
for only one or two year periods, 
pending further study by Congress. 


Committee OKs 
1-Year Extension 
Of I&E Authority 


WASHINGTON. — The Senate 
Armed Services Committee has ap- 
proved its own bill to authorize 
the information and education 
programs of the Army and the Air 
Force as is for another year, pend- 
ing study of a permanest I&E 
law for all services. 

The senators held two hearings 
on the Defense-proposed perma- 
nent law and decided they didn’t 
have enough information to act 
on it. Noting that the 1942 law 
authorizing Army and Air Force 
programs expires Aug. 1, they rec- 
ommended a simple extension of it 
until next July 1. 

Navy and Marine programs are 
not involved, said the committee. 

















‘Crowded-School’ Bills 


Advance In 


WASHINGTON. — The House 
Committee on Education and 


Labor has unanimously recom- | 


mended a more liberal program 
of aid for federally crowded pub- 
lic schools than the program pro- 
posed by the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. 

It approved two bills, one tw 
provide federal aid for the year- 
to-year operation of schools 
crowded by an influx of children 
of federal workers or service peo- 
ple, and the other to resume a 
program of aid for school con- 
struction in such areas. Both kinds 
of aid would be on a smaller scale 
than in the recent past. 

For the new building prozram 
the committee recommended a 


$227 million program—$113 mil-| 


lion more than was proposed by 


Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, Secretary , 


of Health, Education and Welfare. 

For operating aid, the commit- 
tee recommended about $50 mil- 
lion for the year beginning next 
July 1. That is $7 million more 
than Mrs. Hobby recommended. 
For the current year, both House 
and Senate have agreed to a $65.5 
million appropriation for this pur- 
pose. 

Both the labor committee bills 
must run the gamut in the Senate 
even after they are considered in 
the House, and then the programs 
will have to go through the con-

Both aid bills would broaden 
;}the program to taxe account of 
;the fact that children of federal 
families sometimes cross state 
lines to crowd schools. Heretofore, 
until temporary language was put 
in an appropriations bill, the aid 
was only available in the state 
where the families resided. 
Resumption of construction aid 
'is for school districts that have 
| become crowded by reason of in- 
| flux of federal students since the 
| 1951-52 school year. Schools could 
file for federal construction grants 
up to. June 30, 1954, and about 
$95 million proposed in the bill is 
for districts that filed under the 
| old program but got no help be- 
cause the money ran out.

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WASHINGTON .—A major civil- 
jan medical care program for 
service families would be provided 
under recommendation made by 
Defense’s Citizens Advisory Com- 
mission last week. 

In its carefully studied report 
on dependent medicare, the group 
estimated a total of 1,400,000 mili- 
tary families, or 2,700,000 depend- 
ents for all services. 

Of these, families who live more 
than 25 miles away from a serv- 
ice medical facility would be 
eligible for government-financed 
civilian care under the commis- 
sion’s plan. As shown oy the list- 
ing of military hospitals on this 
page, the number so located would 
be large. Installations are concen- 
trated along the seaboard: and in 
the South and Southwest. 

In addition, dependents who 
live within 25 miles of an instal- 
lation but who are unable to se- 
cure care at it because of crowd- 
ing or lack of facilities would be- 
come eligible. 

This civilian care program would 
cost the Defense Department from 
$30 to $40 million -early,  e com- 
mission said. 

No insurance system would be 
involved. Instead, the group rec- 
ommended issuing certificates 
which could be presented to 
civilian hospitals or doctors of 
the patient’s own choice. 

As a restraint on possible de- 
mands for excessive care, depend- 
ents would pay the first $10 for 
each illness, not including ma- 
ternity cases. To discourage se- 
lection of the most expensive hos- 
pital accommodations, dependents 
also would be required to pay 10 
percent of the remainder of the 
bill. 

The plan would for the first 
time spell out uniformly for the 
services just who is to receive 
what in dependent care. 

Specifically, dependents would 
not receive: 

1. Home calls and care, except 
in special cases where it is medi- 
cally advisable to confine the pa- 
tient at home. 

2. Hospitalization for chronic 
diseases. 

3. Treatment of nervous and 
mental disorders. 

4. Elective medical and surgical 
treatment. 

5. Hearing aids, orthopedic foot- 
wear, spectacles (except at over- 
seas and remote stations), ambu- 
lance service (except in acute 
emergency), prothetic devices. 

6. Dentistry, except overseas, in 
remote areas, or in emergencies. 

They would receive care for the 
large group Of illnesses classified 
as contageous diseases—-influenze, 
mumps, measles, etc.—for acute or 
emergency conditions, for mater- 
nity and infant cases, and for im- 
munization. 

No new military medical facili- 
ties or personnel would be added; 
however, the commission recom- 
mended use of Veterans Adminis- 
tration hospitals and Public 
Health Service facilities where 
necessary. 

As for the Coast Guard, the re- 
port is silent except in two re- 
spects. It observes that survivors 
of Coast Guardsmen who die in 
service are eligible for care in all 
hospitals when the Coast Guard is 
part of the Navy but lose this 
privilege when che Coast Guard 
reverts to the Treasury. This the 
commission terms unjust and says 
these survivors should continue to 
be cared for in all service hos- 
pitals.

THE FIRST applies to those who 
hold permanent Warrants. Shall 
men holding Warrants to any en- 
listed grade be required to give up 
their permanent noncommissioned | 
status and accept a specialist rat- 
ing? Chances are that they will 
not. But this is one prcblem that 
must be solved. 

Another problem is whether spe- 
cialist ratings shall be permanent; 
in other words, shall a man prop- 


permanent Warrant as a special- 
ist? Again, there is no definite 
answer, but it seems that Warrants 
to specialist grade will be given in 
the future. 

Those who have held temporary 
ratings in the top enlisted grades 
for any length of time—say two 
years or more — form a special 
group. Will these men, who are 
apparently cualified as NCOs, be 
reclassified as specialists? This too 
is under study. But the Army is 
inclined to be sympathetic here 
and men in the top two or three 
grades may expect to keep their 
stripes in most instances. 

> + > 

FACT OF the matter is that 
there are very few jobs in the 
top two grades which are not 
leadership positions. And leader- 
ship is the quality which stripes 
and privileges of noncomissioned 
status are designed to reward. 

“Leadership is the rarest com- 


modity in the Army,”’one G-1 
officer said. “A leader is a spe- 
cialist, the hardest kind of spe- 


cialist to find and train. When 
we find good leaders, we want to 
keep them. To keep them, ‘we 
must increase their prestige, give 
them additional privileges. That 
is the basic aim of this program.” 

Those who may lose their stripes 
and those who in the future will be 
promoted in specialist grades 
rather than NCO grades will lose 
none of their statutory rights. 
Their pay will not differ from that 
of NCOS in the same grade. That 


is, an E-6 specialist and an E-6 


NCO will draw the same pay. 

Both men will get the same 
dependent benefits, quarters, 
travel and ration allowances. For 
the Regulars, both will get the 
same retirement benefits. 

THIS IS an. improvement for 
specialists over the way that the 
specialist-noncom system worked 
before 1940. Then, a specialist | 





{could retire only in his noncom- 
missioned grade,. which was that 
of the PFC, Now, he will retire 
in his pay grade, not according 
to the title he holds.

In the Senate, former Secretary

A rundown of what the House 
authorized the Army to spend 
shows that the largest amount is, 
as usual, for military personnel;

amount requested; $19,864,000 is 
for pay.

SECOND largest sum made 
available for the Army to spend 
this year was for maintenance and 
operations. The House gave the 
Army $4,329,594,000. Next is pro- 
curement and _ production, for 
which the Army was given $3,224,- 
633,000. 

In these three items come most 
of the Army’s big spending. They 
cover military personnel 
training, installation support, 
money for combat support, for 
civilian personnel and a host of 
other items. 

The three next largest amounts 
go for research and development, 
which was given $345 million, Na- 
tional Guard training and support, 
to which was given $210,035,000; 
and Reserve, which got $85,500,000. 
|For Reserve activities, the House 
committee said that it would eive 
{more if the Army could prove that 
its Reserve program will not fall 
quite so flat during this year as it 
has in recent years. 

The bill will now get Senate 
consideration. In years past, this 
has usually meant that higher 
suns were authorized. This year, 


however, this is doubtful. 
Senate action may also have 
some effect on restrictive riders

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Artie Shaw's Book Should 


By TED SHARPE 


HE trouble with Artie Shaw’s 

book, “The Trouble With Cin- 
derella’—from a commercial 
standpoint at least—is that it is 
not what those who think of Artie 
Shaw in terms of Tommy Manville 
had expected it to be. 

But if you are more interested 
in music than in Lana, Ava, 
Kathleen, etc., I believe you will 
find the book of more than pass- 
ing interest. 

This is not to say that “The 
Trouble With Cinderella” can be 
properly called a book about music. 
Indeed, it proposes to be some 
sort of purgatorical autobiography 
something of a life story written 
to straighten out the writer’s “id,” 
if I make myself clear. (This has 
been attempted before, of course, 
notably by English novelist D. H. 
Lawrence, although Lawrence 
wrote autobiographical novels not 
autobiography.) . 

In any event, the idea is that 
by getting the thing down on 
paper you are able to see your- 
self more objectively and are 
thereby able to fiy right.

WASHINGTON.—“Against atomic weapons, the tank is particularly helpless—in 
fact, a sort of trap, because, being of metal, it gets “hot” and stays hot for quite a while,” 
says the lead editorial in the June issue of Combat Forces Journal, “It would be suicidal 


to stay in a tank hot from radioactive atomic particles.” 





“The tank is the only weapon 
which can take advantage of the 
shock of a modern atomic tactical 
weapon,” say armor officers who 
have been at the various Desert 
Rock exercises. “In the first place, 
a tank can be parked within 1000 
yards of ground zero, even on open 
terrain, with its motor running, 
ready to take off for the objective

— Disabled 
Korea veterans are shying away 
from an educational gold mine— 
and the Veterans Administration 
doesn’t know why. 

Under Public Law 894, disabled 
Korea veterans who require voca- 
tional training to overcome their 
handicaps may get up to four 
years of training at Government 
expense with a healthy subsistence 
allowance to boot. 

Benefits under the law are 
greater than those afforded by 
the Korea GI Bill—Public Law 550 
—but VA figures show than many 
eligible veterans are selecting to 
train under the GI Bill. 

At the end of May—latest re- 
porting period—only 4221 disabled 
veterans were taking vocational 
training under Public Law 894. 
During that month, VA _ de- 
termined 336 veterans eligible for 
the training but only 171 elected 
to enroll under the program. 

> > > 

IN APRIL it was virtually the 
same story. Out of 404 eligibles, 
only 195 chose to take advantage 
of the benefits which provide 


/counseling, tuition paid directly 


to the school, all fees, books and 
supplies plus monthly subsistence 
allowance ranging from $75 for a 


|single veteran to $120 for a vet- 


eran with more than one depend- 
ent. 

Under the law, veterans may get 
four years of training and, in ex- 
ceptional circumstances, more. 

By contrast, the Korea GI Bill 
has a 36-month training maxi- 
mum and not all Korea veterans 
are entitled to the maximum; a 
straight education and training 
allowance is: paid monthly to the 
veteran, out of which he must pay

The hallmark of a great 
event is the fact that you can 
always remember exactly 
what you were doing when you 
first heard of it. For instance, 
any of us who are in fat,.bi-focal 
and bulging middle age can recall 
instantly where we were and 
what we were doing when the 
word was flashed that Will Rog- 
ers and Wiley Post had been 
killed in a crash off Point Barrow, 
Alaska. Almost anybody over 20 
can recall his surroundings when 
he first heard “The Japs are bomb- 
ing Pearl Harbor.”

Nobody who fought in the 
peculiar war in the China- 
India-Burma theater will ever 
forget the impact of the news, 
en Aug. 10, 1945, when the Japs 
suddenly asked for terms of sur- 
render. VJ Day didn’t come until 
four days later, but, as far as 
we were concerned, Aug. 10 was 
the day. We knew it was all 
ever but the ceremonies. 

I happened to be in Ledo, Assam 
(India), a stinking little wog vil- 
lage which few white men, and no 
Americans at all, had ever heard 


of until Vinegar Joe Stillwell sent ; 


General Pick slashing through the 
jungles and up the highest moun- 
tains in the world, building the 
Iedo Road to China. It rains 300 
inches a year in Ledo.

tically all the time. When it isn’t 
raining it’s so hot you pray it will 
start raining again. 

It was raining buckets on the 
night of Aug. 10, 1945 when our 
little radio station “Victor George” 
in Chabua, Assam, crackled out the 
announcement that the Nips had 
tossed in the towel. 

We all gathered in one soggy 
British tent where Capt. “Muscles” 
Mancin had a radio. There we 
stayed until daylight, drinking up 
everything except the plentiful 
rainwater, including warm beer 
and a particularly vile concoction 
the Indians brewed from green 
bamboo called “Old Fighter 
Brand.” That’s all it said on the 
label. Nobody knew whether it was 
intended to be a whisky, a brandy, 
or what. Whatever was intended, 
it missed the mark widely. The 
man who named “Near Beer” was 
a very poor judge of distances. The 
Indian who cooked up the “Old 
Fighter Brand” was even a worse 
judge of liquors.

in the hills of Korea for over two 
years, a Chinese soldier recently 
surrendered himself to two dum- 
founded GIs. Aside from his torn 
and tattered clothing, he was in 
good condition and health. 

Originally a member of a group 
of 20 who evaded capture by eking 
out a hermit’s existence in the 
hills and caves of South Korea, 
the 20-year oid soldier is the lone 
survivor. 

When their CCF division was 
wiped out at the Han River in 
May of 1951 they managed to 
escape and took refuge in a desert- 
ed and almost completely destroy- 
ed village. Here they found enough 
food, clothing and supplies to sus- 
tain them, supplementing their 
meager stores by plundcring near- 
by villages and farms at night. 

In June, 1952, three members 
of the party were killed and anoth- 
er three captured. Fearing capture, 
the remainder of the fugitives de- 
cided to scatter. ~ 

The surviving Chinese soldier 
was left with his former platoon 
leader, for whom he had served 
as an orderly, and his squad lead- 
er. Last month the officer died af- 
ter several munths of illness and 
the young private and his com- 
panion buried him in a shallow 
grave. 

Throughout his concealment the 
young soldier said he had con- 
stantly thought of one thing—a

There were no holds barred.

On Illegal Souvenirs 


YOKOHAMA.—Americans serving in the Far East are spending literally thousands 
of dollars on souvenirs of war that they cannot take home, an AFFE Intelligence officer 


has warned. 


The catch, according to Maj. 
William G. Shaw ITI of G-2 Scien- 
tific-Technical, and the one that 
is disappointing souvenir - laden 
servicemen at Provost Marshal 
shake - down inspections both in 
Japan and points in the States is 
the lack ef knowledge that certain 
items are on the Army’s “Off 
Limits” list of- permissable war 
trophies. These are: 

1. Automatic and semi - auto- 
matic weapons of all nationali- 
ties. 

2. Russian weapons of any 
kind, except swords. 

3. Any chemical, medical en-

Any other souvenirs—firearms, 
bayonet, binoculars, swords and 
the like—may be taken home to 
hang over the mantleplace or show 
off to the kids on the front porch.

One 
is the Official War Trophy Certifi- 
cate, signed by a soldier’s unit 
commander, in the case of war 
trophies picked up in combat 
zones. The other is an appropri- 
ate bill of sale, certificate or affi- 
davit by the former owner, attest- 


|ing that the item was !egally ac- 


quired.”

THE LENGTHS to which Amer- 
ican troops have gone to pick up 
souvenirs and the things they have 
tried to bring home sometimes 
reach the point of absurdity. There 
have been cases of attempts to 
carry home cars, motorcycles and 
jeeps. Then there’s the Korean 
veteran who wondered whether he 
could keep a Russian ambulance. 
No, he couldn't. 

Many men try to get around 
the federal and military rules. It 
can’t be done, legally, and the 
penalty is confiscation of your 
weapon. Even if a man places 
lead in the muzzle, therevy render- 
ing the weapon harmless, he still 
cannot take any of the automatic 
or Russian weapons to the states, 
both for security reasons and fed- 
eral regulations. 

* * * 

THE MAJOR also had words of 
caution for prospective buyers of 
Japanese weapons, “The produc- 
tion of Japanese weapons has 
been discontinued since the end 
of the war, therefore parts and 
ammo are not available. If you 
wish to have the muzzle re-bored, 
it is possible to convert to Amer- 
ican specifications, but if you do 
this it will weaken the weapon and 
it will not come up to the safety 
standards you wish it to have.” 

German arms sometimes are ob- 
tainable in Korea anda Japan. 
These weapons, so long as they 
are not semi- or fully automatic, 
may be classed as war trophies or 
souvenirs and be sent home.

| Gen. Ginn, addressing a dinner 
in his honor at the 121st Evacua- 
tion Hospital, said that superior 
training, advances in therapy, use 
of whole blood, helicopter evacua- 
tion, and employment of well 
staffed and equipped surgica] hos- 
pitals near the front have ac- 
counted for the remarkable record 
compiled in Korea. 

Medical officers now entering the 
|service have attained a much 
higher level of training than those 
of 10 years ago, Gen. Ginn said. 
Therapeutic measures, such as the 
artificial kidney and arterial re- 
pair, almost undreamed of during 
War II, have become common- 
place. 

Whole blood has been used on a 
tremendous scale, while the heli- 
copter has revolutionized concepts 
of evacuation. The surgical hos- 
pital has provided the best in sur- 
gical treatment at a point only a 
few minutes from the front by 
helicopter, making it possible to 
have a casualty on the operating 
table in a matter of minutes after 
he is hit.

NORFOLK, Va.—Hampton Roads Port of Embarkation, 
sprawled along one of the world’s greatest natural harbors, 
began its third year of operations July 1 as a major POE.

3d Div. QM 
‘Plays It Cool’ 
This Summer 


WITH THE 3D INF. DIV., Ko- 
rea.—The Quartermaster Co. of 
the 3d Inf. Div. is “playing it cool” 
now that Summer has arrived in 
Korea. It is also cooling off the 
rest of the division, 

Its ice plant is preducing 14,000 
pounds of ice daily for distribu- 
tion to units of the division. ‘Three 
shifts, working around the clock, 
produce enough ice to assure 
every man in the division at least 
one cold beverage daily. 

PFC Robert Alton is in charge 
of the ice plant. Before entering 
the service Alton worked for the 
manufacturers of the one-ton 
portable icemakers used. The plant 
possesses seven of these gasoline- 
operated machines. 

Over 5000 gallons of water are 
used daily to make the ice. No 
chemicals are used in the process. 
The water is the same as used for 
drinking purposes within the di- 
vision and is obtained at one of 
the water points.

AFTER the medical units re- 
ceive their daily requirements for 
preserving blood, vaccine and 
other medical uses, the remainder 
is freely passed out to all other 
units when they pick up their ra- 
tions. 

In keeping with the cooling- 
eff campaign, the Quartermas- 
ter ice cream plant has stepped 
up its production and is now 
producing from 650 te 700 gal- 
lens of the great American fa- 
vorite daily. 

Set. Marvin Jenkins is the NCO 
fm charge of this plant, and has 
been instrumental in stepping up 
production. Ice cream in 12 flavors 
is made, and each unit receives at 
least three unit issues a week.

The plant has four ice cream 
makers, each capable of turning 
out 2% gallons every six to eight 


minutes. Under ordinary condi-|_ 


tions each machine would produce 
the same amount every 15 min- 
utes. Time is saved by packing the 
ice cream in a container while 
still soft and freezing it in one of 
the two mobile reefers used by the 
plant. 

Cleanliness is a byword at the 
plant. The machines are washed 
and taken apart daily. They are 
sterilized twice each day. 
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tons of cargo to various overseas 
points. 

Reactivated for the third time 
in 1951 as a result of the Korean 
outbreak and heavy demands for 
European cargo and personnel 
shipments, the 200-acre base un- 
wrapped its moth-balled facilities 
and once again went into opera- 
tion. It became the fifth stateside 
POE, joining New York, San Fran- 
cisco, Seattle and New Orleans. 

Twice before U. S. troops sailed 
from HRPE to help crush dicta- 
tors’ hopes for world conquest. 
Thousands left here in War I to 
fight the Kaiser’s army. In Worid 
War IT the port processed 1 mil- 
lion men to give the same treat- 
ment to Hitler.

ONE OF THE first big post-War 
It jobs for the port was process- 
ing and shipping the tremendous 
volume of men and materials for 
the construction and operation of 
the mighty defense bases in the 
Far North. 

Because of its excellent outdoor 
storage area, ideally suited for the 
storage of heavy machinery and 
equipment, and large modern piers 
capable of working six ocean-going 
vessels at one time, the Transpor- 
tation Corps selected HRPE for the 
task 


The cutdoor storage area made 
it possible to stockpile the pro- 
digious volume of cargo near the 
docks so that when the ice-bogged 
northern sea lanes opened in July 
and August, the cargo was in a 
position to be loaded quickly on 
ships and sent on its way during 
the ice-free months. 

A lion’s share of the Mutual De- 
fense Assistance Program in the 
past two years has been shipped 
through here. 

ALTHOUGH the original mis- 
sion of the port was movement of 
cargo, new techniques in troop 
movement brought about new work

WITH A COMPANY of French 
gendarmerie and a British MP de- 
tachment, the 520th is responsible 
for the security of SHAPE head- 
quarters and cof nearby Camp Vo- 
luceau where most headquarters 
support units are stationed. 

In addition, the Americans 
guard the quarters of the Supreme 
Commander and his Chief of Staff 
and British MP’s guard the quar- 
ters of the Deputy Supreme Com-~ 
mander. 

French, British and U. S. po- 
lice work together on all other 
posts and duties. At the guard- 
house, outside headquarters, a 
French gendarme, a British or an 
American MP may ask for your 
pass. Personnel from the three 
units man a security desk in the 
SHAPE entrance hall where vis- 
itors must register and regular per- 
sonnel must show a pass before 
being admitted. 

On their duty rounds outside 
military establishments or in the 
streets of Versailles, the American 
MP is always accompanied by a 
gendarme.

THE INTERNATIONAL spirit at 
SHAPE is best symbolized in the 
short but impressive daily. flag- 
raising and lowering formalities at 
the headquarters. The flags of the 
14 member nations fly about a 
semi-circular terrace in front of 
the main entrance. The flag of 
France, host nation, holds front 
rank while the others are rotated 
in alphabetical order clockwise. 

A platoon of three files of Brit- 
ish, American and French MPs 
assemble each morning and eve- 
ning at the guard house and march 
to the circle for the raising and 
lowering of the flags. Every day, 
MPs of one of the three countries

All-Star Games Reviewed 


A brilliant array of stars from 
both leagues — Ruth, Hubbell, 
Williams, Foxx, Feller, Kiner, 
Gehrig, Schoendienst, Slaughter 
—forms a fascinating background 
for the 20th All-Star game to be 
played July 14 at Cincinnati. 

The hitting of Ted Williams in 
1941 and 1946, the consecutive 
strikeout performance of Carl 
Hubbell in 1934, the clutch homers 
by Ralph Kiner and Red Schoen- 
dienst in that great °1950 extra- 
inning game at Comiskey Park, 
those are just a few highlights of 
a series which has thrilled mil- 
lions of fans since the first of the 
mid-summer 
back in 1933, when none other 


than the immortal Babe Ruth 
grabbed the starring role in the 
twilight of his career. 

Hitting thrills have come one 
after the other, ranging from 
game-winning homers by such as 
Ruth, Williams, Foxx and 
Schoendienst, down to the line 
single with which pinch - hitter 
Stan Spence won the 1947 game 
for the Americans. 

Stellar pitching has been com- 
monplace, with the mound per- 
formances of Lefty Gomez, Mel 
Harder, Diz Dean, Lon Warneke, 
Bucky Walters and Bob Feller, to 
mention but a few names, serving 
to garnish that great 4934 show 
put on by King Carl Hubbell of 
the Giants. In succession he fan- 
ned Ruth, Gehrig, Foxx, Sim- 
mons and Cronin to steal honors 
in a game which ultimately went 
to the Americans 9-7,

IT WAS RUTH who hit the 
first all-star homer, his shot being 
the big blow in the American 
League 4-2 win in 1933, with Go- 
mez of the Yanks registering the 
first all-star victory. Jimmy 
Foxx’s homer started the Ameri- 
cans on their way to a 4-1 win 
in 1935, but the pitching of Dean, 
Hubbell, Davis and Warneke beat 
the Americans 4-3 in 1936. 

Lou Gehrig drove in four runs 
on a homer and double while 
Charley Gehringer and Red Rolfe 
also starred at the plate in 1937, 
but the following year, at Cin- 
cinnati, Bill Lee and Johnny 
Vander Meer held the Americans 
in check for a National League 
victory. 

Joe DiMaggio got a homer as 
the Americans won 3-1 at Yankee 
Stadium in 1939, with Bob Feller 
Starring as’ the cleanup pitcher.

gaid. “A general observation fre- 
quently made is that many bene- 
ficiaries entitled to survivorship 
payments are not receiving, and 
will never receive, such payments 
because they don’t know of the 
existence of such benefits or are 
unable to overcome the adminis- 
trative maze to which one is sub- 
jected. 

“It is quite likely that those who 
need the financial assistance the 
most, because of their lack of edu- 
cation and administrative ability, 
are not receiving the assistance to 
which they are entitled.”

THE FIVE TYPES of survivor 
benefits often result in a survivor's 
receiving more money during the 
first 10 years after their service- 
man’s death than the total base 
Pay and allowances of the de- 
ceased, he said. 

For example, he explained, an 
E-3 with two years’ service and 
a wife, gets $194.32 a month— 
$107.02 base pay, $51.30 for quar- 
ters and $36 for subsistence. 

Upon his death, his widow would 
get up to $959.12 in one-time pay- 
ments — $642.12 death gratuity,

University 
Study Shows 
Leader Traits 


KNOXVILLE. — The men who 
will form the bulk of U. S. Army 
leadership in any future war will 
have character, initiative, and 
common sense if present selection 
techniques are reliable. 

A University of Tennessee study 
found that these three traits are 
top-rated as leadership qualities 
desired of students under the 
Army's Reserve Officer Training

and universities. 


The study was made by Lt. Col. 
James S. Hollingsworth of the 
U-T military department follow- 
ing a survey of 217 ROTC units 
throughout the nation. Present- 
day ROTC, according to Colonel 
Hollingsworth, is the Army’s 
“greatest single source of officers.” 

> > > 

IN ADDITION to determining 
the leadership qualities most de- 
sired of future Army officers, 
Colonel Hollingsworth reported 
that “mature judgement and ob- 
servation”— watching a man give 
commands, carry out orders, or 
conduct a classroom discussion— 
are still the primary means of 
identifying the students who pos- 
sess these qualities. 

The ROTC officials who took 
part in the survey also gave a high 
rating to “participation in extra- 
curricular activities,” grades, and 
evaluation by ROTC instructors, 
as indicators of leadership, 


An increasingly important ele- 
ment, it was found, is evalua- 
tion, ty fellow students, called 
“buddy rating.” 

Col. Hollingsworth conducted 
the study as part of his work for a 
Master of Science degree at U-T. 
He completed the work in five 
quarters, on his own, at the same 
time he was teaching full time as 
an ROTC instructor. The study
